Another interesting passage im Dr. Bitel’s ro- 
port is the following :— 

“ Apart from tha 94 Schools under Govern- 
ment supervision and. examination, with their 
5,974 soholars, there were, in the yoar 1887, about 
110 Private Sohools (including night schools 
at work in the colony, attended by abont 2,300 
children, 80 that the total anmbsr of scholars no- 
dor instruction in schools of all classes amounted 
to- 8,272: scholars, distributed, ovor 204 schools. 
As the population-of the colony. aput fram tho 
Army and Navy, amounted, in tho yanr 1887, to 
about 181,900 souls, it appours therfore that. 
about 4.54 per cont, of tho wholo resident popr- 
lation wera nnderinstrustion-in schools, publio or 
private, within the.colony. In European conn- 
trios, Whare education is compulsory, the number 
of-children actually attending goheal forms go- 
netally about LO per cont. (mare or less} of tho 
population, Under the exceptional circumstaness 
of this colony and in thaabsoneo of any law com- 
pelling attandance at school, it would be norea- 
sonable to éxpeot an eqnalty high peresntsge 
hers, Enropann familios still oontinns to nend. 
thoir children to Enropa for reasons of health or 
te complete their education, and Chinese fr milies,. 

they. have now to goms.extent taken to 
bringing up thoir obildron in the solany, send: 
thom away to their ancestral homss on the nsigh- 
bouring mainland at the slichtest provosation, 
guoh: as the outbreak of epidemic: disease or 
tho’ spread of vagus. ramonrs’ concerning 
oxpocted disturbances. . We ‘have no scourata 
data to ascortain’ the number: of children of 
losal school-age (6-16 years) residing in the co- 
lony' in the year 1887;, When the Inst: oonsua 
was taken (in 1881). the number of childron of 
local schoo! age approximated 9.26 por. cont. of 
tho population. Applying this proportion to 
the population of tho year 1897, it would appear 
that the namber of children of lnenl sehool a1 
amounted in 1887 to 16,843. Deducting ther 
from the numbor of children sstnally in sc'ool 
(8,274), it appears that the number of unsdacat- 
ad children in tho colony, in 1887,. amountod to 
8,569, ‘Ia othor words, a little under ono half 
of the chitdron of Jooal school age actully cams 
under instrnotion in Hongkong during thy year 
1887. Thora is nothing abnormal in this ‘dis. 
crepancy, Eduentionnl statistics of quite recant 
date show that in Eugland and Wales somawhat 
over ono half, and in Ireland less than ovo half, 
of those children (5-13 yoars of aye) who ough 
to abtend school, actually come under instractton, 
Thoro aro in this‘colony hardly any_industrias 
which omploy groat nambers of children, One 
Sugar-Rofinery employsa-small gang of childrou:

‘The Go- 
vernmont Schoals (outside the Contral School) 
and the Chinese Grant-in-Aid Schools offar; in 
every part of tha Colony bothin town and vil- 
Anges, an ordiaary Chinese dducation absolately 
froo of charge. In the Aided. Villago Schools 
(also giving an ordinary Chinose oducation ia 
tho vornacular)a small charge is mado by tha 
village communities amounting, on un averare, 
to #0 onsh and Scaities of rice (total valuo abaud 
19 conts) a month for each child in actual atten- 
dangs. : There are. moreover 5 Grovernmunt 
Schools in different parts of the Colony- whioh 
give an elementary English ednostion (uv to 
Standard LY.) absolntely freo of charge. It is 
ouly inthe middle-class schools of the Colony 
which give an Enclish aduontion (with or with- 
ont.Chinese in addition} and iv private schools 
that fees are charged such as oro -bovond the 
moans ofthe por. ‘Thatks to the Grant-in-Aid 
*eheme, the lowest clisses of the Chiuose popr- 
jation have the most Lboral provision made for 
them by’ Goverment to furnish their children 
with on ordinary Chinoso education. Ths mass 
of-the Chineso lower slassea do nati yet sufficient 
ly appreciate an English education, because their 
necessities demand Ciineso rathor than English 
knowledge, But tho. woll-to-do clasuas of the Chi- 
neae community aro now from year to year bo- 
coming more alive to the advantages of an English 
education (based on 3 or 4 years previous study o 
tho Chinese olassics) and tho oxisting educational 
machinery is quita ‘onpablo of any modification 
that may be.requirod in order to-keep pace with 
tho gradually increasing demand for a higher 
and broader standard of school teaching. One 
groat- characteristic of our -educational system is 
that; being the outeome of slow. but natural 
process of avolution, if is not only in vital sym- 
athy with all the constituont eloments of oar 
eterogeneous, communi! quitably represont- 
ing the various factors of differantiation, butit 
representa also a. mighty force of unification, In 
social life and even ia commercial lify wo hayo in 
this Colony sundry: unbridged chasms, widely 
soparating tho difforont strata of the commnuity, 
‘and thig oxtlusivism seeka also to secu separate 
schools for. separate olasses of rociaty, bat the 
maia current of the educations!’ movemont in 
the Colony runs‘so strongly in the direction of 
unity that the schools of tho Cclony are bithor 
forced to abandon their exclusivism or to eke out 
a scanty existenog by constant appeaiz to the cha- 
tity of 8 small sootion of the community. ‘Che 
Government Central. School, the largest? and 
most; flourishing educational institution in the 
Colony, was originally established for Chineso 
ouly, but was soon compelled by the shear force 
of circumstanovs, to admit all other nationalities, 
and here we seo, now all the strata of Colonial 
society brought together. in u harmozious:-co- 
operation which (to a osratin. extent). o 
unifying offoot on society: itself. St. Joseph's 
College, . originally _ established - exclusively 
for..Portugnose boys, soon found itself com- 
pelled to admit. also Chinese boys, who. were 
at firat taught in ontire separation from the Por- 
tugaose, but-this partition wall, had-also_ta be. 
lowered after'somo voars, and now we seo in the 
upper classas of St, Jouph's College Portuguese 
and Chinese harmoniously intermixed. Even the
